PEACE OFFERED TO IRISH. 


British Proposal Gives Self-Government 
Under United Ireland. 


DUBLIN, May 10.—A most important peace proposal was 
the hands of Sinn Fein leaders a few days ago in which the British gov- 
ernment made its maximam offer for a settlement. As conditions to 
offer the north and south must accept it as a final settlement and they 
must work together as a united Ireland. Main points in the proposal are:

Full fiscal autonomy, inc!

The annual tribute of £18,000,000 
(normally about $90,000,000) will be 
abandoned. 

DEFENSE QUESTION. 

Arrangements for defense by the 
Army and Navy are left open for dis- 
cussion. It will probably be on a 
basis of having British troops gar- 
rison Ireland as protection against 
foreign invasion, but they will not be 
allowed to operate or suppress do- 
mestic disorder in Ireland except at 
the request of the Irish government. 
The model for this plan is the rela- 
tionship of United States Federal 
troops to the American States. 

This plan, upon the highest au- 
thority, has the approval of Prime 
Minister Lioyd George, who is will- 
ing to grant all points, but only to 
a United Ireland and only on con- 
dition that the offer is accepted as 
final and not as an installment to a 
larger demand in the future. The 
Sinn Fein leaders are favorably dis- 
posed to the plan, but their difficulty 
is that they have led their followers 
to expect full independence. 

One s ion under considera- 
tion is for the publication of the 
scheme in the Irish and English 
press, with the indorsement of the 
leaders of all the Irish factions, as a

Hoad, former collect- 
or of internal revenue for the Phil- 
ippines, and author of the sales tax 
law in effect in the islands, and C 
H. Smith of the Westinghouse Man- 
ufacturing Company, Pittsburg. 
cNairman of the tax committee of 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers. 

Those opposing a sales tax in- 
cluded R. G. Elliott, Chicago, rep- 
resenting the National Association 
of Credit Men; Philip H. Gadsden, 
Philadelphia, president of the Amer- 
can Electric Railway Association, 
and J. A. Peacock, secretary of the 
tax committee of the National In- 
dustrial Conference Board. 

The hearing was enlivened by 
exchanges between supporters and 
opponents of the sales tax. 
Peacock questioned the accuracy of 
estimates made by advocates of a 
sales tax as to the pyramiding of 
the tax. He declared that many 
items have been omitted from the 
tables which purport to show that 
the final cost of a commodity 
would be increased not more than 
per cent as a result of a 1 per 
cent turnover tax. He alto ridiculed 
an estimate by a Department of 
Justice investigator that the effect 
of the excess profits tax has been to 
increase the cost of commodities by 
23 r cent.

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MERICA WILL NOT SHIRK. 
President Harding's decision to appoint 
a representative of the American govern- 
ment to sit in the Supreme Council of the 
Allies has caused patriotic hearts to rejoice 
in England, France and his own country, 
but bas sent a chill of consternation down 
the spines of the helmeted diplomats east 
of the Rhine. The Germans have à psycho- 
logical defect which leads them to readily 
believe what they wish to be true.

Versailles Treaty German politictans—they 
have lost the right to be called statesmen— 
failed to grasp the point that & was by 
reason of objectionable clauses in the cove 
nant of the League of Nations end not 
through any desire to asd Germany to es- 
cape the penalties fixed ih the treaty. 

They believed that the Allfes and their 
American associate were hopelessly divid- 
ed. They even misinterpreted the sentt- 
ment that actuated our relief work and im- 
agined that, because we were feeding wom- 
en and children of the Central Powers, our 
sympathies were veering toward them and 
away from our late comrades in arms. That 
strengthened the late German government 
in its disinclination to disarm, to surrender 
its arch war criminals for trial, to make 
just reparation payments. * 

We know in this country that such a re- 
sult was not intended by one Senator in 
ten who voted against the treaty. But, as 
Andre Tardieu, one of the French Peace 
Commissioners, recently pointed out, “re- 
sults at times outstrip intentions.” The 
Germans believed that was true which they 
would like to have true and they were en- 
couraged in that folly by their propagan- 
dists in the United State’. Recent cables 
from Berlin indicate, however, that the Ger- 
man government and people have come to 
a realization that payment of reparations 
can no longer be evaded. The refusal of 
President Harding to take Germany's claims 
up with the Allies, followed by his appoint- 
ment of representatives on the Supreme 
Council and the Council of Ambassadors, 
are producing the desired effect. The 
Reichstag seems on the point of making the 
appropriations necessary for the first an- 
nual payment fixed by the Allies. The 
Junkers are still protesting, Dut they are 
now in an apparently hopeless minority.
